Minister Responsible for

“Sexual assault isn't about 
sex or géxual desire. It’s about 
the inequality of men and 
women in our society, and the 
power and control men have 
over women’s lives,” said Ms. 
Swarbrick. “At least one in 
four. women will become 
victims of this violent crime in 
her lifetime.’ While sexual 
assault remains one of the 
most under-reported crimes, 
Statistics Canada figures 
released last week show the 
number of recorded sexual 
assaults Has nearly doubled 
since 1984 

During Sexual Assaut 
Prevention Month, advertise- 
ments in English and French 
with the theme “Against Our 
Will is Against the Law” will 
run in community newspapers 
across the province. Posters, 
brochures and fact sheets will 
be widely distributed to such 
places as doctors’ offices, 
police detachments, rape 
crisis and sexual. assault

and legal clinics. 

Seventy-two women’s and 
community organizations will 
receive grants of approximate- 
ly $2,000 each for local public 
education, projects on sexual 
assault.

Guelph on May 29. ‘The 
Conservatives would reduce 
spending to fight the deficit... . 
That’s why, when the Tories 
attack our budget for being 
“out of step,”” we welcome the 
criticism; we reject Tory 
economics and the Tory 
budgetary approach.” 

The two parties also hold 
very different views on world 
trade and domestic economic 
control levers, Buchanan said. 

“We want fair trade with our 
slobal partners; they want 
Fee trade with the United 
States and Mexico,”’ he said. 
“We want lower interest rates 
and a lower dollar; they have 
kept interest rates. and our 
dollar high to satisfy the needs 


of American business 


interests.” 

The minister used a quote 
from treasurer Floyd Laugh- 
ren to describe the govern- 
ment’s approach: 

“We are putting in place the 
foundation of a new economic 
strategy - a strategy that has 
sustainable prosperity as its 
goal, and fairness as its guid- 
si rage te 

“Our economic strategy is 
based on social partnerships. 
Ontario's ability to increase 
productivity, adopt advanced 
technologies and managerial 
practices, enhance workers’ 
skills and invest in emerging 
businesses depends on deve- 
loping new -working relation- 
ships,’’ Laughren said. 

Buchanan said this approach 
has never been tried by any 
previous government in 
Ontario. 

He called on “‘everyone 
involved in our economy - and 
that includes this government - 
to work at creating a climate 
where labour, business and 
communities act co- 
operatively, and at no one 
else’s expense, to build a 
socially, economically and

ence, Buchanan told reporters 
that proposals for stimulating

Buchanan said. “Weare also 
developing ways of encourag- 
ing farwiers and rural 
communities to finance their 
own long-term development.”

Buchanan also said he’s 
currently working with seven 
other ministries in develo- 
ping initiatives for rural Ontar- 
io.

YWCA’s were some of the 
first organizations in Canada 
to establish summer camps for 
girls and women. Summer 
cottages for young working 
women were first offered by 
Gintario YWCA’s in the 1890's 
These cottages proyided a 
summer home that women 
ould use without sacrificing 
income or time from work 
The Peterborough YWCA 
established a camp at Burleigh 
Falls in 1918 The rented 
tluge was on an island 
known as the “Isle of Man 
which is located across from 
the locks at Burleigh Falls 

Planned activities at this 
first camp were limited and 
bear little resemblance to the 
solid scheduling of today’s 
children’s camps. The women 
were free to swim, hike. climb, 
read. draw. or rest. Staffing at 
the first camp was very 
limited. so the women were 
expected to do their own laun- 
drvy.and at least some cooking

Stoney Lake camp 


By January 1929. the YWCA 
had purchased their own nine 
acre site name Inglestane. on 
Eagle Mount Island in Stoney 
Lake. Over the years. campers 


came from eastern Ontario, 
Quebec, Ohio and: Michigan, as 
Well as the areas surrounding 
Peterborough 

Staffing and activities at 
Camp Inglestane gradually 
became more structured than 
they had been at the Burleigh 
Camp. A camp director. cook, 
caretaker and waterfront 
instructor were hired each 
vear and the YWCA girls’ work 
secretary organized crafts, 
volleyball and other games 
and competitions 

Like the indoor athletics 
offered at the YWCA pool and 
gym, the camp presented these 
young women with opportuni- 
ties not usually offered to 
women, particularly. working- 
class women. A 1934 flyer 


advertised motor beat trips, 
hikes, camp-fires, stunt nights, 
regattas and nature study. 
Photographs show girls and 
women swimming falls, 
diving. racing and rock- 
climbing. 


Total attendance over the 
vears fluctuated between 
about 145 and 300 but the age of 
the women gradually 
decreased until the YWCA was 
no longer running a camp for 
working women, but a school- 
girls’ camp and in 1949 the 
decision was made to sell 
Camp Inglestane. 

Today, the YWCA runs a 
children’s day camp in 
conjunction with its Cross- 
roads shelters.

It's been about 2 12 years now 
since my wife. and | moved 
from the big city to the small 
community of Madoc Twp.

It began when my wife got a 
job. After working there only a 
couple of months she returned 
home one evening and told me 
her boss had accused her of 
stealing. | was so enraged that 
I insisted she quit. My wife did 
this the following morning, 
only to have this woman show 
up on my doorstep a few hours 
later with a letter in her hand 
barring my wife from her 
property. She then told my 
wife ** You'll never work in this 
town again.”

After 
speaking to the Labour Board 
and a lawyer we decided we 
would just write it off as a bad 
yl Aa bain Since my wife had 
only worked there a short time 
there was little we could do 
about it. 

Shortly thereafter my wife 
found employment in a finan- 
cial institution. She was 
extremely happy as this was a 
job that she thoroughly loved 
and had always wanted. But

after only four days the same 
woman told my wife's employ- 
er that she was a thief. 
Although my wife pleaded with 
her employer and denied ever 
stealing from the woman, she 
was fired immediatly. She was 
told ,however, that if she could 
clear her name she might be 
rehired. ; 

We then hired a lawyer, and 
with the threat of being sued 
for defamation of character, 
the woman quickly signed a 
document stating that she 
would never say these things 
about my wife again. But | 
guess that this was not good 
enough for the employer 
because even though we have 
sent a copy of this document 
we have not. heard from them, 
offering my wife's job back. 


It took about five months 
before my wife felt confident 
enough to rejoin the work 
force. She was hired recently 
by another firm. This time it 
took only three weeks, and she 
was called into the owner's 
office and told, they were going 
to have to ‘‘let her go’’ because 
four different people had 
approached her with rumours 
(lies) that my wife was a thief. 
This employer even had the 
nerve to tell my wife ‘“‘perhaps 
it would be better for you to 
move away from this commun- 


ity.” 


Well, we may move from this 
community, but if and when we 
do it will our own decision 
because we refuse to be run out 
of town.

‘There are. now 350 urban 
and regional Blue Box and 
Blue Bag programs in effect 
across Canada,” says Dr. Fred 
Edgecombe, Executive Direc- 
tor of EPIC, the Environment 
and Plastics Institute of Cana- 
da, the plastics industry's own 
environmental research 
organization. 

‘About half of these residen- 
tial curbside collection prog- 
rams now accept mixed plas- 
tics with their other recycl- 
ables such as newspapers and 


metal cans, and the number is- 


growing every month. I fore- 
see-tremendous growth in post- 
consumer recycling as more 
communities begin collecting 
plastics.” 


Collecting Plastics 


The range of plastics 
collected in Canadian recy- 
cling programs, from residen- 
tial curbside collection to drop- 


off depots and retail deposit . 


systems, varies from province 
to province. Many supermark- 
et chains in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick collect used 
plastic shopping bags right in 
their stores. Edmonton, whose 
curbside collection program 
accepts the widest range of 
recyclable materials in Cana- 
da, accepts plastic containers, 
as do programs in cities includ- 
ing Toronto, Vancouver, 
Montreal and Fredericton. 


Landfill candidate areas 


The Centre & South Hastings 
Waste Management Steering 
Committee has been working 
on a total waste management 
system to handle the waste 
created by the 91,000 people 
within the study area. Proctor 
& Redfern, the lead consul- 
tants for the Master Plan have 
identified a waste manage- 
ment system which will help 
Centre & South Hastings Coun- 
ty, meeting or exceeding the 
Ministry of the Environment 
guidelines of 25% waste diver- 
sion from landfilling by 1992 
and 50% diversion by the year 


2000. However, even with 
enhanced reduction, reuse and 
recycling initiatives, one of the 
components of the waste 
management system will be 
landfilling. 

Last year, the Public Advis- 
ory Committee undertook a 
public peabaag pee nte program- 
me, inviting the public’s input 
into how the Centre & South 
Hastings Waste Management 
pela Committee should go 
about finding a landfill site.

discarded plastics—everything 
from used pop and detergent 
bottles to cups and cutlery- 
back into useful products. 
“The Canadian plastics 
industry realizes that there’s 
gold in parte says Dr. 
Edgecombe. ‘“‘Plastics manu- 
facturers are pal inno- 
vative uses for recycled plas- 
tic, and plastics recycling 
facilities are ‘springing up 
across the country. Plastics 
are now being recycled into 
everything from railway ties, 
to carpeting, boat hulls, sports 
equipment, appliance handles, 
insulation and construction 
and agricultural materials. 
And now used plastic bottles 
and containers are being made 
right back into new ones!” 


Closing The Loop 


One promising . plastics 
manufacturing development is 
closed-loop recycling, which 
enables manufacturers to 
recycle ‘ponte right back,into 
identical products. 

In November 1990, Twinpak 
Inc. of Monteal announced an 
important breakthrough in the 
recycling of PET bottles. It’s a 
chemical process that will 
convert PET bottles back to 
their original compounds, 
meaning that for the first time 
ever, recycled PET bottles will 


be turned right back into new 
plastic. PET bottles. 
Another initiative, 


announced in August 1990 by 
DuPont Canada Inc. and Proc- 
tor and Gamble Inc., will 
result in the recycling of up to 
18 million high density 
pe rigid plastic 
tiles such as laundry deter- 
gent and household cleaner 
containers collected through 
Blue Box programs in Ontario 
and Quebec. They'll be 
recycled into new plastic 
pellets for a new line of envi- 
ronment “friendly bottles 
containing 25 per cent post- 
consumer recycled plastic. 
“Plastics recycling is an 
important step in reducing 
waste,” concludes Dr. Edge- 
combe. ‘‘Its ultimate success 
will depend on more and more 
post-consumer plastics being 
collected across Canada. 
Although curbside collection is 
expanding, more municipali- 
ties will have to- accept a 
broader range of ‘ae to 
make plastics recycling a truly 
meaningful reality.”’

$10,000 in a year

The Lung Association has 
designated June as Better 
eohegereay Month. ‘Stay In 
the Pink With Healthy Lungs”’

We can live for weeks with- 
out food, for days without 
water. But we can live only for 
minutes without air. The vital 
exchange of gas between our 
lungs and bloodstream is a a 
and night process of, needed 
ogenation from air. 

Under normal, unstressed 
breathing, adults breathe in 
about six to 10 litres of air 
every minute. That's 35 pounds 
of air daily. This can increase 
to 120 litres per minute under 
the stress of physical activity. 
In the average life span (70 
years), we breathe 500 million 
to one billion times. The qual- 

_ ity of the air we breathe direct- 
ly affects the state of our 
health and vitality. 


These facts demonstrate 
how crucial our air supply is to 
us.

Growers must recognize need to use pesticides responsibly

This is the time of the year 
when pesticide safety becomes 
a major concern as farmers 
gear up to cope with the annual 
insect and weed problems. — 

The whole issue of environ- 
mental responsibility, includ- 
ing the use of pesticides, is of 
concerti to consumers as well 
as producers. Growers must 
recognize this and make sure 
that they use pesticides 
responsibly. 

Recent legislation through 
the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment requiring more stringent 
rules on the storing and appli- 
cation of pesticides should 
make growers more aware of 
some of the dangers and some 
of the precautions necessary in 
handling these chemicals. ‘As 
of April Ist this year, all 
farmers who purchase presti- 
cides deemed to be a hazard 
must be certified. Certification 
involves taking a Pesticide 
Safety Course and successfully 
oe an exam on the 
safe use of pesticides. 

In addition, new rules are in 
place on the safe handling, 
transportation and storage of 
pesticides, which should 
reduce potential accident situ- 
ations. In the final analysis, 
growers as well as the public 
must recognize and follow 
safety procedures when hand- 
ling pesticides. The first rule to 
keep in mind is always read 
the label before opening the 
pesticide container. 

Follow all the labelled direc- 
tions and be sure that the 
proper amount is being applied 
in a safe manner. Guessing at 
the application rates is not only 
dangerous but wasteful. Use 
common sensé--if at at possi- 
ble, spray when there is least 


risk to drift. Never leave 
empty spray containers lying 
around. Triple rinse containers 
and dispose properly. 

Remember, pesticides 
should never be allowed to 
enter the ground water source. 
This means mixing pesticides 
at least 50 metres from the 
water source and never spray- 
ing right up to the edge of a 
water y. 

Personal safety requires 
that the operator wear proper 
eng Bara non goggles, 
gloves, boots and respirator, if 


required. Don’t smoke, chew, 
or eat while handling pesti- 
cides and never carry food 
items in clothing worn while 
spraying. Always wash thor- 
oughly before eating. 

‘hen the spraying operation 
is complete, be, sure to rinse 
gloves and boots before remov- 
al and wash all protective 
clothing separate from normal 
laundry. Safe chemical stor- 
age is a must-chemicals must 
be stored in their original 
containers in a storage. that 
meets the storage require;

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OFAH says law ignores criminals, 
penalizing responsible gun users 


The federal government's 
proposed firearms law is 
bound to run into the same 
opposition that killed Bill C-80, 
the first effort at revamped 
firearms legislation, says the 
Ontario Federation of Anglers 
and Hunters 

The majority of responsible 
firearms owners are more 
upset than most about the use 
of firearms in crime, said 
OFAH vice-president Rick 
Morgan, but the federal 
government's latest approach 
to the problem still penalizes 
lawful users and virtually 
ignores the real problem-- 
criminals 

‘Last winter, the OF AH told 
Justice Minister Kim Camp- 
bell and her Special 
Parliamentary Committee 
looking into firearms legisla- 
tion that crime with firearms 
is committed by criminals—not 
hunters, or competitive shoo- 
ters. or trappers or farmers,” 
said Morgan 

‘But again, the federal prop- 
osals have basically let crimi- 
nals off the hook,’ he said. 
‘The bill seems to be saying to 
eriminals: ‘go ahead, use a 
gun in crime.” Meanwhile, it's 
telling people who have obeyed 
the law all their lives that they 
must be penalized.” 


The proposed law doesn't - 


stiffen penalties for the crimt- 
nal use. theft or unlawful 
possession of a firearm, the 
OF AH official contends. Virtu- 
ally, the only measure aimed 
at criminal use is in the 
increase in a prohibition period 
from five to 10 years for those

* A $50 Firearms Acquisition 
Certificate Fee. “It's a blatant 
tax grab,’ said Morgan. ‘‘The 
government says it costs only 
$17 to process an FAC. The rest 
is just going into the federal 
tax pot. A $50 fee will prevent 
some people from getting 
FACs. The government should 
be encouraging people to get 
FACs, not discouraging them 
because of the high cost.” 

* A five-shot limit for semi- 
automatic hunting firearms. 
‘Literally millions of 
Canadians--many of them 
older or lower-income--won't 
be able to use their firearms 
anymore because of the limit,” 
he said. “And the minister 
ignored her own committee's 
recommendation that the limit 
be set at 10 for such firearms.” 

* Amnesty periods for 
unwanted firearms. ‘‘Why not 
have an unlimited amnesty?” 
asked Morgan. “Why can't 
people bring their unwarited 
firearms to the police at any 
time” It doesn’t make sense to 
say there are times when they 
cant.” 

However, Morgan said some 
positive strides have been 
made by the new bill.

Emergency vehicles 


What motor vehicles on our 
highway are considered to be 
emergency vehicles? 

The Highway Traffic Act 
defines an emergency vehicle 
as a fire department vehicle 
while responding to a fire or 
call, a vehicle. used by a police 
officer in the lawful perfor- 
rhance of his or her duty. and 
an ambulance while respond- 
ing to an emergency call or 
being used to transport a 
patient or injured person in an 
emergency Situation 

In all cases, a siren is sound- 
ed and intermittent flashes of 
red lights are visible from all 
directions 

The driver of another motor 
vehicle, upon the approach of 
an ambulance fire or police 
vehicle, shall immediately 
bring his or her vehicle to a 
halt. The driver should move 
as near as possible to the 
right-hand curb or edge of the 
road ‘ 

If on a highway with more 
than two lanes of traffic desig- 
nated for the use of one-way 
traffic, the driver should move 
as possible to the nearest curb 
or edge of the road. 

The Highway Traffic Act

The former Auditor General 


goes on to suggest that govern- 
ment spending at all levels has 
been rising faster than the 
income produced in this coun- 
try, and that, even after 
adjusting for inflation, govern- 
ments at all levels have more 
than doubled the amount they 
spend 

Of course, elected officials 
these days respond to any 
criticism of overspending wit 
the stock answer, delivered in 
that selfless tone, stating that 
if Canadians insist on 
comprehensive health care or 
better education, well, they 
simply have to pay for it. But 
no one is suggesting that health 
care services shouldn't be paid 
for, or that better education 
and job training is not a 
necessity. 

It's the government waste 
and unaccounted-for spending 
that sticks in the collective 
throat of the taxpayer. 

Where does that leave the 
average Canadian and his or 
her picked-over pocketbook? 
Dye says simply that taxpay- 
ers must demand accoustabili- 
ty from the public sector and 
insist upon explanations of 
spending hikes or budget 
variations. Make politicians 
uncomfortable until . they 
answer your questions, he 
says, as he reminds us of a 
point we sometimes forget: it's 
our money.

CN survey proved 
economic benefits 


to the community 


When visiting snowmobilers, 
sled dog racers or horseback 
riders utilize the abandoned 
Marmora - Lake St. Peter CN 
Right of Way for their recrea- 
tional pursuits, just how much 
does this mean to the commun- 
ity in increased revenues? This 
is a question which has been 
raised by the North Hastings 
Community Futures Commit- 
tee and the County of Hastings, 
who are jointly endeavouring 
to establish the Right of Way 
as a multi-use recreation 
corridor. 

In order to get a satisfactory 
and factual answer to the 
question, Community Futures 
ee a Section 25 project 
through Employment and. 
Immigration Canada and 
employed four individuals to 
conduct a thorough survey of 
CN Right of Way users. The 
report of their findings - 
‘Marmora - Lake St. Peter CN 
Right of Way Economic 
Impact Survey’ - has now been 
released. and may be seen at 


‘ the Community Futures office 


at 4 Snow St., Unit 3. 

Under the guidance of the 
CN Right of Way Steering 
Committee, chaired by Rod 
Malloy, the survey team deve- 
loped a comprehensive 
economic impact survey for 
trail users, and a simpler 
‘supply’ survey to be used with 
local businesses affected by 
the Right of Way. Some 1235 
user surveys were distributed

to recreation clubs, tourists 
etc. and 41.3% responded by 
answering and returning them 
to the.Community Futures 
office. 

The statistics produced by 
the user survey were reveal- 
ing, and certainly leave no 
doubt that the Right of Way 
has a beneficial economic 
impact on. our area. Of those 
who responded, 57.05% were 
snowmobilers, with other uses 
being fairly evenly shared 
between activities such as sled 
dog racing and training, cross- 


country skiing, hiking and: 


walking and horseback riding. 


Responses show that trail 
users spend most money on 
food and beverages, followed 
by gas and equipment 
expenses. A’ further common 
expense is accommodation at 
motels, lodges and bed and 
breakfast establishments. The 
average that each person 
spends per trip on the Right of 
Way is $54.25 and the combined 
total spent by the 1235 respon- 
dents in a year is $534,067. 

In addition to questions 
about expenditures, the survey 
invited respondents to express 
themselves on the issue of 
public ownership for the Right 
of Way. By and large, they 
expressed solid support for the 
concept of a multi-use recrea- 
tion corridor and encouraged 
the Steering Committee to 
continue to fight for its 
development. 

One local respondent stated: 
“IT would like to see the rail 
lines left open for the use of the 
general public so my children 
and the children of this country 
can see the land the way our 
forefathers saw it, not just 
cement sidewalks and paved 
streets as most see the 
country.”

The O.P.P. wishes to warn _ 
the public to keep an eye out 
for EMERGENCY VEHI- 
CLES. What motor vehicles on 
our highway are considered to 
be Emergency Vehicles? The 
Highway Traffic Act defines 
an Emergency Vehicle as a 
Fire De sapere ted 
responding to a fire or call, a 
vehicle hisedb a Police Offic- 
er in the lawful performance of 
his or her Duty, and an ambu- 
lancé while responding to an 
emergency call or being used 
to transport a patient or 
injured person in an emergen- 
cy situation. 

In all cases a siren is sound- 
ed and intermittent flashes of 
red lights are visible from all 
directions. 

The driver of another motor 
vehicle, upon the approach of 
an ambulance fire or police 
vehicle, shall immediately 
bring his or her vehicle to a 
halt. The driver should move 
as near ask practicable to the 
right-hand curb or edge of the 
road. 

If on a highway with more 
than two lanes oftraffic desig- 
nated for the use of one-way 
traffic, the driver should move 
as near as is practicable to the 
nearest curb or edge of the 
road. 

The Highway Traffic Act 
further states no driver of a 
vehicle shall follow a fire 
department vehicle when 
responding to an alarm at a 
distance less than 150 metres.

to gain access to or be mobile

Disabilities Act 


President George Bush 
signed into law last year the 
landmark Americans with 
Disabilities Act which prohi- 
bits “discrimnation against 
disabled persons in employ- 
ment and in access to public 
places, such as_ restaurants, 
stores, museums and theatres. 

Key sections of the act 
include: Public accommoda- 
tion must be accessible after 18 
months with extra phase-in 
periods for smaller companies. 
In transportation, new buses, 
commuter-rail and cross coun- 
try rail cars must be wheel- 
chair accessible. One car per 
train must be accessible within 
five years. Major stations and 
new stations must be accessi- 
ble within three years. 

In employment, after two 
years, businesses with 25 work- 
ers or more are required to 
disregard disability in hiring 
and make accommodations.at 
their own expense for disabled 
employees. After four years, 
the law-applies to employers 
with 15 workers or more. The

Dogs chasing deer 
could cost owners 


Conservation officers with 
the Ministry of Natural 
Resources have been receiving 
a number of complaints in 
recent weeks of dogs running 
at large and chasing deer. 

Owners of dogs are advised 
to keep their animals tied or in 
kennels. This is a very critical 
time for deer. Does are either 
abe fawns or are accom- 
panied by newly-born fawns. 
Chasing these deer, even’ in 


play, can result in the death of - 


the newborn fawns or cause 
the does to abort unborn fawns. 

A person allowing a dog to 
run at large during the closed 


season for deer, is committin 
an offence under the Fish an 
Game Act. The maximum 
enalty under the Act is 
,000. It is not necessary for a 
dog to actually be seen running 
deer, for an offence to have 
been committed, but only 
allowed loose in an area where 
deer are usually found, includ- 
ing private property. 

Any dog found running deer’ 
or moose during the closed 
season may be shot on sight by 
a Conservation Officer. For

don’t mix 


Canada is a society of driv- 
ers. Today, there are more 
than 17 million licensed drivers 
across the country who travel 


_ morethan 200 billion kilometres 


each Year. 

We are also a society of 
drinkers, consuming 205 
million litres of alcohol each 


year. 

Clearly, both driving and 
alcohol are part of our lives 
Each, on its own, can be 
dangerous. But when mixed 
together, the danger can 
become fatal. In 1989, more 
than 2.000 people died in 
alcohol-related crashes, nearly 
half of Canada’s annual traffic 
toll. Many were the innocent 
victims of impaired drivers. 

Herb Simpson, Executive 
Director of the Traffic Injury 
Research Foundation of Cana- 
da (TIRF), a leading traffic 
research organization, 
believes fatalities caused by 
impaired driving are just the 
oe the iceberg. ‘‘Only people 

o are killed in traffic 
crashes are routinely tested 
for alcohol use. If the impaired 
driver is injured, for example, 
statistics may-not record the 
crash as_ alcohol-related. 
Therefore, we have no way of 
knowing the true impact of the 
drinking and driving 
problem.”’ 

While 80 milligrams is the 
legal limit for blood alcohol 
content across the country, it’s 
important to remember that 
this level is quite arbitrary. It 
does not take into account body 
size, for example. 

Despite popular mythology, 
no one drives better alter a few 
drinks. Alcohol impairs co- 
ordination, judgement, percep- 
tions, vision, reflexes and 
other skills fundamental to 
driving safely. 

Societal attitudes towards 
drinking and driving have 
changed significantly over the 
past decade. Consequently, the

vehicle. Several provinces also 
have short-term license 
foye hap ifdrivers are close 
to the legal limit 

Auto insurance is also 
adversely affected by an 
impaired driving conviction 
Jack Lyndon, President of the 
Insurance Bureau of Canada, 
the trade association -repre- 
senting private auto insurers, 
says, ‘“‘Any conviction for 
drinking and driving will 
increase insurance premiums. 
And if impaired driving causes 
an accident, your insurance 
company, in most jurisdic- 
tions, is not required to 


compensate you for loss of 


income, medical or rehabilita- 
tion costs or car damages.” 

Even in jurisdictions where 
the no-fault component has 
been significantly increased, 
such as in Ontario, drivers who 
are convicted of impaired driv- 
ing are responsible for paying 
back any weekly benefits 
received prior to . the 
conviction. 

Certainly, the drinking and 
driving problem is far from 
solved. Years of public educa- 
tion and advertising about the 
problem have changed atti- 
tudes. The social drinker, who 
has a few drinks, is now more 
aware of the dangers of drink- 
ing and driving. However, 
chronic aleohol abusers 
remain a significant cause of 
accidents. 

Statistics show that over 30 
per cent of male impaired 
drivers and 15 per cent of 
females involved in fatal acci- 
dents had a blood alcohol read- 
ing of more than 150 milli- 
grams -- almost twice the legal 
limit. In addition, research 
indicates that many of the 
drivers killed in alcohol- 
related accidents had previous 
impaired driving convictions. 

New initiatives will have to 
be developed to deal with hard 
core offenders - those with 
several convictions for 
impaired driving and people 
identified as substance abus- 
ers by health care profession- 
als and other social services 
workers. 

For most of us, the rule of 
thumb regarding drinkin 1a 
simple. Herb Simpson of TIRF 
says, “There is no point in 
ga amibling with the legal limit. 

he consequences of impaired 
driving are simply too enorm- 
ous to take a chance. We have 
to persuade ee that if they 
have been drinking any alco- 
hol, they should not drive. 
Period.”

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Canadians themselves 


must decide own. destiny 


By Hon. Willard Estey 
and Peter J. Nicholson 


Canada is a great nation 
gone dangerously adrift) We 
are challenged externally to 
compete in a global economy 
Our government is bound in a 
fiscal straitjacket. And Cana- 
dians have become deeply 
disaffected with their political 
institutions and leaders We 
are thus left without the capac 
ity to confront the challenges 
that threaten the very exis- 
tence of our country 

The Quebec issue is only the 
most immediate manifesta- 
tion In one sense, we might 
thank Quebec for having 
created the conditions in which 
: fundamental re-examination 
ff our national purpose has 
secome not only possible. but 
Hecessa©ry 

If we seem paralyzed by the 
prospect, itis not because we 
ack the imagination and the 
collective wisdom to assert our 
deepest convictions. It ts 
because Canadians lack the 
effective means to do it 

We are by tradition a peace- 
ful democratic communits 
accustomed to achieving 
changes by established proces- 
ses under the rule of law. What 
is needed now is a procedure, 
suited to our long adopted 
ways. which will at the same 
time give Canadians the 
chance, perhaps our last, to 
create a Constitution more 

losely reflecting the moods 
and aums of all regions and all 
elements of today's Canada 

Constitution building is for 
the people. It should not be 
technically complex and need 
not take forever. We Cana- 
dians should not be intimi- 
dated Rather, we should be 
excited by the opportunity 

The purpose of this article is 
therefore to outline a practical 
process to give effective voice 
to the people of Canada. We 
will not be offering any advice 
as to what that voice should be 
saying. Our sole objective is to 
suggest a way in which Cana- 
dians themselves will decide 
those great issues that will 
define our nation’s future: 
ssues where conventional poll- 
tics no longer commands suffi- 

ent popular trust to lead 

We begin with the lessons of 
Meech Lake Fundamentally, 
this well-intentioned initiative 
collapsed because the scope of 
the Accord was too narrow and 
process from which it 
emerged became _ totally 
discredited. It is tragic that 
many Quebecers should never- 
theless have seen the Meech 
Lake failure as a rejection by 
the rest ofCanada. It was not 

Of course, no one can deny 
that there are different visions 
that presently divide Cana- 
dians. In the end, these may be 
irreconcilable. But we are 
convinced that this case was 
not proven by the Meech Lake 
fiasco 


the 


Wiser for that error, Cana- 
dians need a process of consti- 
tutional renewal having the 
following fundamental 
characteristics 

* The Canadian people must 
have a direct voice, undis- 
torted by brokerage politics 
between the Prime Minister 
and the Premiers 

* The process must tran- 
scend conventional partisan 
politics and strident interest 


groups. 


* It must provide a practical 
way to bring a focus to the 
volume of consultation and 
well-researched ideas that 
have been contributed by 
countless studies and commis- 
sions including those like Spic- 
er, Beaudoin-Edwards and a 
number of provincial exercises 
both completed and. still 
underway 

* The process must have the 
breadth and flexibility to 
confront the full range of 
“major issues facing Canada; 
including the position of native 
people, Senate reform. federal 
and provincial powers, the 
distinctiveness of Quebec, the 
Charter of Rights and its 
‘‘nothwithstanding” clause 
Meech Lake demonstrated the 
futility of a narrow agenda 
given what is at stake. 

* Finally. the process cannot 
be open-ended. There must be 
a deadline to focus minds and 
to force decisions. In our view, 
the end of October, 1992, is 
time enough. The arbitrary 
referendum deadline proposed 
by the Belanger-Campeau 
Commission turns out to be a 
spur to action what is neéded in 
any event 


In broad outline, a process 
having all of the above charac- 
teristics is the following: 

1. A national Citizens’ 
Assembly (sometimes called a 
Constituent Assembly) would 
be created. The Assembly 
would have one ultimate role- 
to draft changes in our Consti- 
tution that are appropriate to 
the realities of Canada as we 
confront the 2ist Century. 

2. The draft constitutional 
changes would be submitted to 
a national referendum for a 
‘yes or no’’ vote by all 
Canadians 

3. In those provinces return- 
ing a majority “yes” vote, the 
legislatures would immediate- 
ly pass the required constitu- 
tional resolutions. ( No need for 
a three-year wait as we 
endured with Meech Lake. } 

4. If approved in at least 
seven provinces with more 
than half the national popula- 
tion. these constitutional 
changes would also be ratified 
by the federal parliament and 
would thus become law. (A 
very limited class of amend- 
ments require unanimous 
provincial gees If an 
amendment of this type were 
suggested by the Assembly, it 
should probably be posed as a 
separate question in the 
referendum to avoid the risk 
that the package as a whole 
might fail for lack of 
unanimity.) 


Although broadly similar 
‘gee have been suggested 

y a number of people, most 
fail to overcome the practical 
difficulty of creating a Citi- 
zens’ Assembly that would 
have real legitimacy. Since the 
Assembly lies at the heart of 
the process, the issue of legiti- 
macy cannot be fudged. 

This raises tough questions. 
How might such an Assembly 
be made ay Rage represen- 
tative while still keeping 
numbers within reasonable 
bounds? How could we assure 
that it was not simply captured 
by aggressive interest grou8ps 
or by partisan politics? And 
what process for selection of 
members would be so transpa- 
rently fair and objective as to 
dispel any doubts about the 
legitimacy of the resulting

body? 

Here’s how: 

1.‘ Every legislator in 
Canada--federal, provincial 
and territorial, including both 
government and opposition 
members--would be given the 
right to nominate, for instance, 
three people to a pool of names 
from which the Assembl 
would eventually be selected. 
(The pool in this case would 
contain about 3,600 names, 
although some nominations 
would undoubtedly be 
duplicates. } 

2. The ultimate size of the 
Assembly would be set so as to 
allow for tgs age representa- 
tion from all parts of the 
country without becoming 
unwieldy. We have constructed 
some examples which show 
that balanced geographical 


. representation can be obtained 


in an Assembly of 250-300 
members. 

3. The agreed number of 
names would be drawn by lot 
from the pool of nominees, not 
unlike selecting members of a 
jury. The selection process 
would be computerized to 
ensure perfect objectivity and 
a blind draw from among the 
nominees. 

4. The draw would be struc- 
tured around ‘‘provincial ‘allo- 
cations’ designed to strike a 

“balance between population 
and the traditional practice of 
giving the smaller provinces 
somewhat greater representa- 
tion than population alone 
would warrant. 

In view of the unique circum- 
stances of native people, their 
leaders should make nomina- 
tions to a separate pool of 


names from which a specified 
number of native members of 
the Assembly would be 
selected. 


There are several important 
details that we have delib- 
erately left out of the preced- 
ing steps. For example, should 
active politicians t emselves 
be eligible for nomination? 
While there are arguments 
both for and against including 
sitting legislators, we are 
convinced that at least a solid 
majority, if not all of the 
Assembly should be composed 
of non-politicians. Politicians 
obviously retain a key role as 
nominators and this may be 
enough. 

Although this and other 
unanswered questions must 
eventually be decided, they 
form a separate set of issues 
and should not detract from 
the overall structure. 


The proposed method of 
selecting the Citizens’ Assemb- 
ly has the virtue of being 
completely objective, transpa- 


rent and eminently practical. 
The fact that members are 
drawn by lot—just as jurors are 
drawn from the general 
population--means that the 
Assembly cannot be rigged, 
bought or captured.by interest 
groups. 

Perhaps, most important, 
our members of Parliament 
and members of the various 
provincial legislatures will be 
responsible for the quality of 
their nominees, the names of 
which would have to be made 
public. Those who behaves 
irresponsibly in this most 
solemn political duty would be 
called to account at the polls.

A day in the life of 
a hospital administrator

Forget the TV soap-opera 
image of the hospital admini- 
strator who seems to enjoy a 
rather leisurely pace. 

The real-life people who run 
Ontario’s hospitals are 
engaged in a daily drama of a 
very different sort. They

juggle multimillion-dollar 
udgets, deal with hundreds of 
staff, and work tirelessly with 
community groups. 

Their schedules are jam- 
acked - from early, morning 
ahaa fag mcrae to meet- 
ings with fundraising commit-

tees and service club lunc- 
heons. Afternoons can be spent 
with the medical advisory 
committee and the chief of 
staff. They can be answering 


calls from media, soothing: a 


patient's complaint or trying to 
get more funding from provin- 
cial officials while preparing 
for a board meeting that 


evening. 
While dealing with all these 
pressures, administrators 


must also keep on top of the 
complex and often perplexing 
issues of the health care field 
today. 

That means being an expert 
in tightening budgets, staying 
up to speed on the latest medi- 
cal procedures and keeping in 
touch with their local 
communities. 

You may not expect hospital 
administrators to be working 
with their tay Peg on plans 
for a new building or involved 
in local job creation efforts or 
working with community agen- 
cies to move services out of 
their institutions - but they are. 

John Hastings, executive 
director at Windsor’s Metropo- 
litan General Hospital, puts in 
an average 10-hour day 
running the 416-bed acute and 
chronic care hospital with its 
more than 1,000 employees and 
annual $50-million budget. 

“I try at least every two 
weeks to visit nursing stations, 
departments and wards to 
keep in touch,”’ Hastings says. 

Not only does he manage his 
hospital, but Hastings also 
travels across the country to 
review other health care facili- 
ties for Canada’s national 
hospital accreditation rele 
And he catches a7 a.m. flight 
regularly to Toronto for day- 
long meetings as a member of 
the Ontario Hospital Associa- 
tion’s public affairs 
committee. 

Increasingly, health-care 
services are moving out of 
hospitals. But rather than 
reducing his workload, this 
trend means Hastings spends 
more time planning and work- 
ing than ever before. 

“It’s the future for hospi- 
tals,’ he says. ‘‘We are down- 
sizing hospitals and finding 
other ways to provide care 
such as converting to out- 
atient services and clinics. 

e’re involved with communi- 
ty agencies who provide home 
care and we are going to see 
more of this in the future.”’ 

For Sister Sarah Quacken- 
bush at St. Joseph’s General in 
Elliot Lake, it’s planning for 
expansion that’s keeping her 
busy. 

She’s the administrator of 
this northern mining town’s 
only hospital. It has 114 beds 


and an annual budget of $12 
million. 

When the town was hit last 
year with the loss of several 
thousand mining jobs, Sister 
Sarah joined the mayor's 
economic development 
committee. The hospital, with 
300 staff, is the community’s 
third largest employer. 

“The Taeplte ‘'s role in a 
small community is quite 
prominent. It is an integral 
part of the community,” she 
says. She’s already come up 
with ideas for new programs to 
service the community -and 
create jobs. 

Sister Sarah is hoping that 
plans for a major expansion of 
the hospital’s existing 25-bed 
drug and alcohol treatment 
centre will get off the ground. 
She can envision the centre - 
which includes staff training, 
out-patient services and a 
detoxification unit - becoming 
a “centre of excellence’ or 
model for this type of treat- 
ment in Northern Ontario and 
beyond. 

Sister Sarah says she tries to 
bring to the job ‘‘an attitude of 
justice, of making sure people 
are treated equally and 
fairly’’. 

In Ottawa, John Lupton is 
pouring over architects’ draw- 
ings to ensure that his new 
hospital fits neatly into its 
neighbourhood and that the 
plans have the support of local 
residents. 

As the executive director of 
the Perley Hospital, one of the 

rovince’s oldest facilities, 

upton is overseeing the 
construction of the new hospi- 
tal in addition to his already 
hectic schedule. 

The Perley Hospital - a near- 
ly century-old, 200-bed, long- 
term care facility on the banks 
of the Rideau Canal - will 
merge with an existing veter- 
an’s home. The new $70-million 
building will accommodate 400 
chronic care patients. 

Lupton is personally over- 
seeing the construction plan - 
meeting and consulting with 
local residents to gain their 
approval because he sees bene- 
fits for both the patients and 
the community. 

He wants to keep the ball 
diamond at the edge of the new 
hospital property for the neigh- 
bourhood teams so _ that 
patients can take in a game, 
and he wants community 
groups to use’ the hospital's 
theatre for rehearsals so his 
patients can be entertained. 

“It’s really a two-way rela- 
tionship,’ Lupton says. 

And it’s meeting the hectic 
demands of the job that make 
hospital administrators like 
John Hastings, Sister Sarah 
Quackenbush, and John 
Lupton special kind of people.
